Situation 

Camrose is at the geographical center of the 
Province of Alberta and, in addition, is in 
the center of the most productive lands of 
the Province. 

Railroads 

Canadian Pacific Railway 

East: Short line to Winnipeg via Saskatoon. 
West: To Wetaskiwin. 

South: Via Wetaskiwin to Calgary the 
Crow’s Nest Pass and Pacific Coast. 
North: Via Wetaskiwin to Edmonton. 

Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 

East: Via Tofield to Saskatoon and Winnipeg. 
West: Via Tofield to the Pacific Coast, 
through Edmonton and the Yellow- 
head Pass. 

South: To Calgary. 

North: To Tofield. 

Canadian Northern Railway 

North-East: To Vegreville. 

East: Via Vegreville to Winnipeg and East- 
tern Canada. 

North-West: Short line to Edmonton, the 
Yellowhead Pass and Vancouver. 
South: To Calgary through Stettler and 
Knee Hills, connecting with the 
Goose Lake Line. 

In addition to the above two new C. P. R. 
Lines are projected: one from the South-East, 
an extension of the Soo Line from Moose Jaw; 
the other a continuation of the C. P. R. west¬ 
ward from Wetaskiwin to the Yellowhead 
Pass. Each will Serve good country. 
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Extensive Coal Areas 

Are revealed by the five mines now in opera¬ 
tion. A good lignite coal, suitable for 
steaming and domestic purposes, can be 
bought at the mine mouth, within the town 
limits, at $2.00 per ton. 

Farming District 

For mixed farming purposes the Camrose 
District is unsurpassed in the West, reaching 
as it does for fifty miles in every direction, 
unbroken by barren areas, large lakes, or 
mountainous territory. It is a district cap¬ 
able of supporting many cities. 

Water 

Of the finest quality for manufacturing and 
domestic uses is abundant. It is purest soft 
water. But two cases of infectious disease 
have developed in Camrose during the five 
years the town has existed.

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The above map shows the railroad situation in the Jifcunrose district as it actually exists. The short line 
from Camrose to Strathcona is shown only as a projected line, but, as the bonds are sold for its construction, the 
Government guarantee granted and the right of way purcfflted, the line is definitely assured. This gives Camrose 
lines in seven directions, making direct communication with over 100 towns within 100 miles. Camrose is the first 
town or city in Alberta to secure the three great transcontinental roads and has just claim to the title 
“The Railway City.”
